Children do not grow up healthy in mind 
and body through mere chance. They are the pro­ 
duct of homes where sound moral training goes 
hand in hand with good physical care. Thus, when 
teen 
age 
youngsters 
become 
“ problems,” 
tiie 
blame must rest largely on parents who ha\'e 
tailed to measure fully to their responsibilitic\s. 
The 
“ bad” 
parent 
is not 
necessarily 
a 
drunken, cruel, or grossly stupid father or mother. 
Ih e ‘kind” but “too-busy-to-bother” father, or the 
good’ 
mother who “just couldn't imagine” her 
Bob or Mary getting into trouble may be far 
niore dangerous to their children and do more to 
make them social misfits than the most patently 
misfit guardian. The records of the juvenile courts 
are eloquent proof that this is true. 
Parents fail when they resign from their 
jobs too soon: when they feel that their high 
school sons oi' daughters no longer need their pro­ 
tection and guidance. Boys and girls who engage 
in 
petting parties, 
who frequent 
questionable 
dance hails and saloons, wdio smoke and drink, 
are 
not children 
w^ho have 
suddenly become 
“ bad.” They are youngsters w^ho have literally 
, been cast adrift by selfish or wnllfully blind par­ 
ents. 


The delinquent youth is made by the delin­ 
quent parent. He is a delinquent because he has 
no father to wdiom he may bring his problems, 
no “pal” to help him over the difficult period of 
adolescence; because he has no mother to give 
him understanding and sympathy, to make him 
feel how truly he is loved. He becomes a delin­ 
quent because wiien the companionship of par­ 
ents is most necessary, he finds their heart and 
mind closed to him. Small W'onder if he turns to 
the dangerous company of others equally lonely 
and bewildered? Small wonder that youthful im­ 
petuosity and inexperience helps to set the stage 
for ultimate tragedy.
